Vitally con- 
cerned with missions, Mr. Van Gor- 
der has made several foreign trips in 
the interest of missions, and has been 
mainly responsible for an increase 
in missionary giving of his church 
from $310 to over $55,000 annually 
in his eight years’ ministry there.

Bryan must prepare for the years 


ahead, conservative estimates indica- 
ting that college enrollments vill 
double from the current two and cne- 
f our th million to four and one-half 
million in 1970. These yrrng people 
will be attending some college or uni- 
versity, and it is the responsibility 
of the Lord’s people to provide the 
right sort of college education for at 
least the present proportion being 
enrolled in definitely Christia n 
schools. If the Lord tarries, and if 
we do not provide the training for 
these fine Christian young people, 
God will hold us responsible in the 
day of judgment. 

With the increasing number of 
children and young people, we are 


seeing the Lord work in a new way 
among them. T.ie possibility of na- 
tional and world-wide revival lies 
with the oncoming generation. Al- 
ready, the Lord is marvelously using 
the young people trained in the 
relatively small number of schools 
devoted to the highest type of Chris- 
tian education. Bryan University is 
young and comparatively small, yet 
there are very few schools that can 
compare with it in having around 
60 sons and daughters on the mission 
field, all within the last few years. 
Along with nation-wide enrollment 
trends, I am reminded of the fact 
that we are entering a period when 
p^r own enrollment will be swelled 
by the coming of the children of our 
own alumni. It becomes quite obvious 
that we could wisely invest one mil- 
lion dollars in various ways to best 
take care of the young people who 
arc certainlv our responsibility. Sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars are 
urgently needed in the next two cr 
three years. 

An aunt of two of our graduates 
who are now on the mission field in 
Africa has recently written about 
the establishment of a memorial stu-

dent loan fund. Tais idea is good 
because mere students are going to 
need financial help in the years 
ahead. The establishment of a student 
loan fund gives the donor a sense of 
investing in young people themselves. 

We must also have buildings. We 
must complete the building which 
is under construction, and we must 
immediately follow with a dormitory 
and gymnasium -auditorium. These 
buildings cr even sections of them 
would make splendid memorial 
structures for any who might care 
to erect them as such. 

Faculty and staff must be housed, 
too, so we are reminding our friends 
that annuity gifts are invested in*, 
homes and apartments in faculty 
circle. A portion of an annuity gift 
is deductible as a gift in figuring 
income taxes. Only a part of the in- 
come received from the university 
on the annuity is subject to income 
tax. 

Already designated funds for the 
building are accumulating, but be- 
fore we can go ahead we must have 
all previous obligations incurred in 
connection with our building pro- 
gram paid or properly financed. Reg- 
ular giving — such as the Living En- 
dowment Plan — is necessary for cur- 
rent operation and for taking care of 
the other needs not specifically pro- 
vided for. 

We are quite aware that none of 
our plans will be successful apart 
from the Lord’s blessings. Each of 
us can keep the over-all need as well 
as these various ways of helping be- 
fore the Lord in our prayers.

Carol went to school that day with- 
out mentioning what had happened. 
She had a little girl friend who was 
so shy that she usually held Card’s 
hand. That day, she led Carol around 
the school. 

From then on until she was nine, 
Carol spent much of her time in the 
hospital. Then she started to school 
all ever again— this time at the In- 
diana School for the Blind. She later 
attended the Wisconsin School for the 
Visually Handicapped and graduated 
from there in 1953. 

The doctors said that Carol would 
remain completely blind, but through 
an answer to prayer, Carol now has 
a little vision. 

As a student at Bryan, Carol car- 
ries a full academic load and partici- 
pates in a number of campus activi- 
ties. She takes her classroom notes 
in Braille with a special stylus and 
then types them. Janice Miesel, a 
1953 graduate and wife of Carol’s 
brother John, a senior, helps her with 
reading assignments. As Janice reads, 
Carol takes Braille notes with her 
stylus. 

k Carol attends the Latin American 
missions prayer group, and is a mem- 
ber of the Spanish Club. A soprano 
soloist, she is a familiar vocalist cn 
Bryan Hill and at the Sale Creek 
Presbyterian Church, which she at- 
tends each Sunday.
